Paglin released, 4th 


suspect remanded

TEL AVIV. — District Court Judge 
Hanna Evenor yesterday ordered the 
release of Amihai Pagiin, former 
Irgun chief of operations, on condi- 
tion that he remain at home and 
not come into contact with anyone 
except his immediate family and 
his attorney. The Magistrate's Court, 
meanwhile, remanded 2 new suspect 
for five days, in connection with an 
attempt to smuggle arms out of 
Israel. 

The defence and the prosecution 
had appealed the decision by Magis- 
trate’s Court Judge Arye Even-Ari 
to extend Paglin's “hotel arrest” 
for another five days. 

Defence counsel Shmuel Tamir, 
MLK, reiterated that Mr. Paglin 
could have, had he wished, tamper- 4° 
ed with evidence during the five 
days that he was free, before his ar- 
rest. Mr. Tamir added “Jewish De- 
fence League spokesmen are hold- 
ing daily press conferences, stating 
proudly they are the ones who tried 
to smuggte the arms out of the 
country. Yet they are walking 
around free. The Minister of Police 
says maybe the J.D.L. should be 
outlawed, and the Defence Minister 
‘has forbidden them to enter the ad- 
ministered areas except on special 
occasions.” 

The police are not investigating 
Mr. Paglin, Mr. Tamir said, but are 
trying to “break” him. If, as the 
police claim, it is difficult to hoid 
him at the Basel Hotel, why not 
allow him to be at home, he ask- 
ed, and added: ‘He tives on a quiet 
Street in Ramat Gan, and police 
will have to tap only one telephone 
line.” 

Police demanded that Paglin be 
put in a detention cell, as it was 
difficult for them to question and 
watch over him at the hotel, 

Tei Aviv assistant district at- 
torney Sabrin Shrater said: “Since 
his arrest the Basel Hotel has turn- 
ed into a place of pilgrimage. More 
than 100 persons have visited Pag- 
lin, and it is difficult to watch over 
him.” 

Mr. Shrater said the reason JDL. 
secretary Yosef Schneider was re- 
leased on bond was to enable police 
to pursue the investigation. As ἃ 


‘result, he pointed out, police were 


led to the hiding place of the ex- 
plosive detonators, and arrested 8 
fourth suspect (Shlomo Tidhar).

Kahane says J. DL. 
to run for. Knesset 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — Rabbi Meir Kahane 
yesterday announced that his Jew- 
ish Defence League will run — as 
8 political party — in the Eighth 
Knesset Elections, next year. Ka- 
hane told a press conference here 
that his group will attract “those 
Jews who are frustrated by the 
absence of a fighting opposition 
for the past 10 years and more.” 

Kahane also said bis mock trial 
of Hebron Mayor Sheikh Moham- 
med Ja’abari, slated for this eve- 
ning at Beit Agron, Jerusalem, had 
been put off. The J.D.L. could not 
raise the IL50,000 bank guarantee 
required by the Journalists’ Asso- 
elation to cover possible damage 
to the hall, so the Association can- 
celled Kahane's bookings. 

Charging that the Government 
“plans to liquidate the J.DL.,” 
Kahane declared: “If the Govern- 
ment wants a fight with the Lea- 
gue, then. it will have one." He 
charged that the Government's 
campaign against them began with 
the: administrative order forbidding 
him from visiting Hebron, followed 
by orders prohibiting 20 J.D.L. 
members from entering the occu- 
pied territories. In addition, Police 
Minister Shlomo Hillel “talks of 
outlawing us," and there are “hos- 
tile articles” in newspapers. He ad- 
ded that the detention of Avraham 
Herskovitz on charges of trying to 
smuggle arms out of Israel was a 
further harassment of the JD.I. 
The recent bomb threats against 
newspapers, he said, were not the 
work of the J.D.L., but were ap- 
parently an attempt to “frame” 
the League. 

Kahane sald, “We will go to the 
people — to the youth — with a 
new Jewish naHonalist splrit for 
those who believe in a (Proud Peo- 
ple of Israel.".

However, the accused made a 
deal with the prosecution, according 
to which he was to provide them 
with full information on this and 
other smuggling incidents; they in 
turn would not demand a prison 
term. Both sides kept their end of

Education could harness 
‘population explosion’ 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — An “education ex- 
plosion” could harness the “popula- 
tion explosion” in the Gaza Strip, 
according to a paper submitted yes- 
terday to the International Work- 
shop on Family Medicine, held at 
the Sharon Hotel in Herzliya, by 
Dr. Dov Hbrlich, medical officer for 
the Gaza Strip and Northern Sinai. 

Dr. Ehrlich noted that half the 
population there was composed of 
ebildren under the age of 14. The 
birth rate is 42 per 1,000, as com- 
pared with 80 per 1,000 among Is- 
rael Arabs, who have a much high- 
er standard of living and education. 

About 11 per cent of all mothers 
in the ‘Strip — mostly Hliterate — 
have 11 children or more. 

There is a close parallel between 
education and child bearing, he 
pointed out. For example, mothers 
with no education have 6.2 children 
on the average; with one to four 
years of education, the figure drops 
to 48; ‘five to eight years, four chil- 
dri: nine years or more, 2.6 ‘chifl- 
dren. =

Moslem clergy 
would strike 
for better pay 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Hama. — The country’s Moslem 
religious officials warned yesterday 
that they would go on strike after 
Ramadan (at the end of the year), 
if they are not granted higher 
wages and the status of civil ser- 
vants. The strike would include 
muezzins, who call the faithful to 
prayer five times a day, prayer 
leaders (imams), marriage regis- 
trats and janitors in the mosques 
of over 100 Arab villages. 

The strike decision was taken at 
8 meeting of several dozen religious 
officials held in the Salaam Mosque 
in Nazareth. The participants com- 
Plained that those of them who are 
not supported by their sons ‘are in 
dire economic straits: their wages 
amounted from IL60 to IL200 a 
month. 

They demand that their wages 
be raised to the level of Jewish 
religious officials, that they be given 
the status of government employees, 
and that National Insurance pre- 
miums be paid for them, 

They sent copies of their decision 
to the Ministry for Religious Affairs 
and to the Prime Minister.

BINYAMINA.— Deputy Prime Min- 
ister Yigal Allon told schoolchiidren 
here yesterday he strongly opposed 
selling Jewish-owned land in Israel 
to foreigners, and said the Lands 
Authority should forestall such sales 
by offering the sellers as much 85 
the foreignens did.

Immediately after the Lod incident 
Prof. Teshima gent his son, Yaacov, 
to Israel to visit the survivors in 
hospital and to apologize to them 
for what happened. 

At Beit Agron in Jerusalem on 
Tuesday night, Prof. Teshima show- 
ed a colour film of his group’s an- 
nual “Neo-Zionist Conference," held 
this summer in the mountain re- 
sort of Hakuba. The featured guest 
was Gen, (Res). Uzi Narkiss, who, 
as commander of the central front 
during the Six Day War, is regard- 
ed by the Makuyas as “Liberator of 
Jerusalem." As fundamentalist Chris- 
tians, the Makuyas regard the re- 
storation of Jewish rule over Je- 
rusalem as a fulfliment of biblical 
prophecy and a heralding of the 
coming of the Messiah. Gen. Narkiss, 
who was also invited to the group's 
1968 convention in Japan, is regard- 
ed by them as God's instrument. 
(Also attending this year's conven- 
tion was Mrs. Shulamit Katzenel- 
son, head of Ulpan Akiva in Ne- 
tanya.) 

JUDEO-CHRISTIANS 

The Makuyas, who are not af- 
filiated to any Western church, re- 
gard themselves as Judeo-Christians. 
Their symbol is not the cross but 
the menora, a replica of which is 
worn in thelr lapels. The lighting 
of a menora js a central feature 
of their service. Prof, Teshima re- 
Jates that when his teacher heard 
of the laying of the cornerstone of 
Hebrew University in Jerusalem 50 
years ago, he exclaimed that the 
hour of redemption was approach- 
ing. 

The group's mode of worship is 
close to that of Hassidism in its 
ecstasy, its personal approach to 
God and its expression of joy ‘by 
singing and dancing. Prof. Teshi- 
ma’s son is studying for his doc-

torate in Hassidism, at the Jewish 
Theological Seminary in New York 


with Prof. Abraham Heschel. 

Prof. Teshima will also partici- 
pate in the jubilee celebrations, at 
Kibbutz Heftsiba this week, mark- 
ing the 50th year since its found- 
ing. During the past 10 years 150 
Makvya members have studied at 
the kibbutz ulpan. Others are enroll- 
ed at the Hebrew University. 

Barlier this week Prof. Teshima 
visited Ammualtion Hill in northern 
Jerusalem with Gen. Narkiss. His 
movement has contributed IL10,000 
towards the building of a memorial 
on the hill, site of the most dLffi- 
cult fight during the battle far Je- 
rusalem. 

The Makuyas have also contribut- 
ed an ambulance to Heftsiba as well 
as an advanced type of electric 
organ to the youth centre at Eilat. 
An expert Japanese organist, Prof. 
David Nagai, is spending several 
months in Eilat to teach the use 
of the instrument. 

Because of the Lod incident, the 
Makuyas decided not to send a 
group of pilgrims this year. But in 
autumn next year some 200 to 300 
Makuyas are expected to visit Je- 
rusalem, their holy city.

the beaten 
track 


IE combinatloa of fiute, clarinet, 

piano and soprano, together or 
in smaller ensembles, is somewhat 
off the beaten track, and works 
camposed for such combinations are 
consequently rather rare. A concert 
given by Pnina Schwarz (soprano), 
8 guest artist from the U.5S., Ha- 
noch Tel-Oren 1 flute), Alan Tchal- 
kow (clarinet) and Yaakov Shiloh 
Ipiano! at Jerusalem's Targ Music 
Centre therefore contained not very 
well-known works ranging from 
the pre-classics and the classics, 
German Arias with obligato flute 
by Handel and Trio Nr.2 for flute, 
clarinet and plano by C.P.E. Bach 
— to the romantics and the twen- 
tieth century: Sonata for clarinet 
and piano by Brahms, Sonatine en 
Trio by the French composer Florent 
Schmitt and “Fragments from the 
Canterbury Tales" by the American 
Lester Trimble from the late fifties. 


Schmitt's Sonatine mainly con- 
tinues the romantic tradition in a 
rather unprovocative fashion, but it 
is lively, full of spirit and an amus- 
ing sense of humour, and uses the 
instruments to the best advantage 
of their various and conflicting 
qualities. In Trimble’s “Canterbury 
Tales” there igs an obvious par- 
odistle element, much in the spirit 
of Chaucer, in short musical cha- 
racter sketches of the dramatis per- 
sonze in a not very daring mo- 
dernistic idiom. 

KILLING THE FLUTE 


Tbe charm of Bach's Sonata for 
Qute in B and Handel's German 
Arias would have cast their spell 
more effectively if they would have 
been performed with a harpsichord 
85 intended by the composers, in- 
Stead o fa piano. Preference for the 
orlginal showld be given here not 
for merely pedantic reasors but 
because the volume of the piano 
mercilessly kills the flute sounds 
which were composed with a much 
more delicate partner in the com- 
pPoser's mind. 


Pnina Schwarz has a clear, bright 
voice of a somewhat metallic 
timbre, well-trained and with a rea- 
sonable agility in Handel's demand- 
ing coloratura passages. The dra- 
matic-parodistic character of the 
“Canterbury Tales" seems to suit 
her temperament better than the 
expression of more basic emotions 
Such as the exuberant feeling of joy 
that is called for in the Handel 
Arias. 


Tel-Oren, Tchaikow and Shiloh 
played with much passionate in- 
volvement — sometimes rather at 
the expense of a more careful ba- 
lance of the various instruments’ 
sonorities.

tendencies, but dissidents have been kept in 
check until now by the Shelk’s overwhelming 
personality: how long he will survive as the 
sole underwriter of stability in Bangladesh 
is anybody's guess. 

At the core of growing discontent is the 
grinding poverty of this 55,126 square mile 
republic: one-third of the land is regularly 
flooded. A density of 1,200 per square mile 
makes it among the most crowded countries 
in the world, and the 75 million population is 
still increasing at an annual rate of 4 per cent. 
Even in a normal year, Bangladesh needs to 
import about 1,500,000 tons of rice, which is 
the staple diet, but the Food Minister, Phani 
Bhusan Majumdar, gloomily predicts that the 
present deficit of three million tons will rise by 
20 per cent by December. Prices of all essential 
commodities are going up; the Awami League 
threatens to shoot down hoarders and black 
market operators, but is quite unable to hold 
the price line, 


United Front 


This failure is obviously grist to Maulana 
Abdu! Hamid Khan Bashani's mill. Rejected 
by his National Awami Party and suspected 
because of his adamant refusal to censure 
China's veto of Bangladesh's U.N. member- 
ship, the pro-Peking politician is trying to 
whip up anti-Mujib sentiment in the country. 
No sooner had the Prime Minister gone to 
Europe, than Bashani collected seven ili- 
assorted organizations of students, workers and 
peasants into an United Front and attempted 
to stage a ‘hunger march” to protest against 
rising prices. The demonstration fizzled out. 
The United Front is organizationally weak, 
ideologically out on a limb, and held together 
only by an unconstructive opportunism; how- 
ever, it is in a position to exploit grievances. 

The immediate effect of Bashani's exercise 
has been to intensify suspicion of India. Ba- 
shanti blames smuggling into India for high 
food prices and demands an union of the 
Imiian states of West Bengal and Assam with 
Bangladesh. 

Only Sheikh Mujibur retains a sense of bal- 
ance. Aware that Bangladesh would never 
have been created but for India, and that Mrs. 
Indira Gandhi's aii commitments of over 
$270m. are essential for the infant republic's 
survival, he has resorted to his usual tactic 
of thundering public warnings to “mischief- 
makers." 

This internal feuding can only further delay 
the massive task of reconstruction which lies 
ahead.
